Norada bai a splendid system of public 


schools—on paper. We have a State 
Board of Education authorized and re quired 
to perform the following important duties: 


1. To prescribe and cause to be adopted 


uniform series of text books. 


2. To adopt a uniform system of rules 


for State and county examinations. 


3 To prescribe and cause to be adopted 


the course of study iu the public schools. 


4. To recommend a Hat of books for 


district school libraries. 


5. To grant teachers' certificates. 
6. To revoke teachers' certificates for 


cause. 


7. To have published certain educational 


documents. 


8. To adopt and use an official seal. 
9. To kefp and to publish a record of 


its proceedings. 


10. To issue Life Diplomas [Teachers' 


Life Certificates valid throughout Nevada] 
only upon certain conditions. 


11. To iBsae State Educational Diploma 


(Teachers' Provisional Certificates) upon 
certain conditions. 


12. To grant teachers' certificates upon 


an appeal, only ou certain conditions. 


13. To have appellate jurisdiction over 


all questions relating to schools and re- 
ferred to the County Superintendents. 


14. To prescribe rules for the eiamina- 


tion of teachers by County Board of Ex- 
aminers. 


15. To renew certificates and to make 


them valid throughout the State. 


16. To grant State Certificates without 


examination upon certain conditions. 


(For the foregoing outline of the duties 


and powers of the Nevada State Board of 
E.location Bee chapter ten,*par»grttph 1286, 
General Statutes.) 


Manifestly, there is no lack of law on 


the subject of public schools. There is 
rather too great an abundance of school leg- 
islation. In the judgment of the writer a

Oar Legislature can give us no relief for 
two years to come, bat a wider knowledge 
of our school code, and o livelier interest 
in public education can, under eiisting 
statutes, do moch to keep the schools of 
Nevada abreast of the age. 


In the history of all occupations, those 


engaged in them have been the originators 
of mostly alt reforms affecting their busi- 
ness. Law, medicine and divinity have 
become prefessions through the organized 


What ths next census will show is 


Already beginning to agitate the public 
mind. Many estimates are being made of 
the population, but they all fall below the 
mark.

THB WATER QUESTION. 


The Carson Tribune comments as fol- How

It teems io be a recognized (set that in 


order to secure governmental aid for pro- 
curing a full supply of water for irrigating 
purposes in this sagebrush laud of ours, 
immediaU advantage should be taken of 
the appropriation made by the late Legis- 
lature and a start made in any locality the 
directors deem best, and from all we have 
been able to gather from those most inter- 
ested, the Carson river seems to be con- 
sidered the most feasible starting point, as 
not only the farm land, but the mills and 
consequently the Comstock mines, will 
materially benefit by a proper storage and 
nupply of water, and if steps are not taken 
to that end shortly, there me man of 
means who own large tracts of land in 
Carson Valley who will join in darning the 
Carson for their own benefit, within the 
boundaries of the State. 


In conversation with a well known cattle 


raiser a few days since we learned of the 
scarcity of water in the rivers of Eastern 
Nevada; if no means are taken to procure 
the necessary fluid by sinking artesian 
wells or otherwise, they will be compelled 
to seek other pastures for their stock, and 
that to all appearances, the price of hay 
will be so high that beet will either take 
a raise to double its present priee or that 
cattle must be driven to other States for 
feeding purposes. The Hnmboldt river is 
at 50 low a condition that a stock famine 
may be looked for, and stock owners are 
even now at their wits end to know how to 
manage fer the coming hot months.

efforts of lawyers, physicians and clergy- 
men. Teaching is in some respects a pro- 
fession, and the advancement of this call- 
ing to its present standard of respectability 
and influence is due chiefly to teachers 
themselves, through their institutes, asso- 
ciations and other conventions 
Unfortu- 


nately for the youth of Nevada and the 
schools of the State, there is no working 
organization of teachers and other friends 
of education within our borders. There 
is, it is true, a so-called Nevada State 
Educational Association, but it has had no 
meeting within a twelve-month. While 
all the country east of the Bocky mount- 
ains is ablaze with educational enthusiasm 
and zeal, our teachers are without an or- 
ganization and their work is at a stand 
still, except as the heroic efforts of the few 
are exerted within the four walls of their 
school rooms. Small wonder, then, that 
such fine positions for teachers as the 
principalships of schools at Gold Hill, 
Eureka, Austin, Battle Mountain, Bel- 
mont and Wadsworth have been vacant at 
least once since the first of last May. If 
there were a live educational organization 
in Nevada, there would be more enthus- 
iasm and pride for the work of education 
among our teachers, and there would 
certainly be 
less 
bustle 
among 
our 


teachers to leare thrir great work for the 
uncertainties of law, medicine or business. 
Our State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction and the other members of the 
State Board of Education are all ardent 
supporters of public education, but they 
can do little in comparison with what may 
be done by the two hundred and fifty odd 
teachers of the State if they were thor- 
oughly organized, and thoroughly awake 
to their own interests and to the interests 
of their Bohools. "It is not good for man 
to be alone," or for man to work alone in 
any field. "Iron sharpeneth iron," and 
the contact of educational ideas in teachers' 
institutes and associations keeps the dust 
and rust from accumulating upon the edn-! 
cations! armor. 


As a citizen of Nevada, I have a deep 


interest in her welfare, and for this reason 
I have nought the columns of the JOUBNAL 


, for the purpose of calling attention to some 


defects in our school system, in the hope 
that better things may result for the 
schooJg—iocluding (1) the adoption of a 
coarse of study for the use of the schools 
of the State; (2) the adoption of a uniform 
method of certificating teachers; (3) the 
gradual but certain elevation of the stand- 
ard of scholarship, teaching power and 
character among teachers; (4) the growth 
and )/rogres» of a live educational associa- 
tion in Nuvada; (5) the improvement of 
our sjbtsm of education through legisla- 
tion.

BISMABK, Dak., April 16.—Now that the 


Governor's proclamation

the people of North Dakota and South 
Dakota to elect delegates to the Con- 
stitutional Conventions has been issued 
the fight between the parties and factions 
is raging most fnrionsly. In North Dakota 
intereit is centered in the United States 
Senatorsbip. This is the main issue. Al- 
though the Constitutional Convention hai 
not convened, though none of the dele- 
gate! have been elected, and while the 
Legislature is hardly in tight, everybody 
is discussing the question, "Who will be 
our United StaUs Senators?" In this, the 
Bismark district, there is a fierce struggle 
over the prospective delegates to the Con- 
stitutional Convention. In the contest are 
three ex-Governors. 
One is 
ex-Gov. 


Pierce, who was appointed from Chicago 
by President Arthur; another is ex-Gov. 
Church, who recently resigned: and the 
third is ex-Gov. Ordway, who served be- 
fore Pierce. Toese three men are making 
the fight in this district attractive. 
Ord- 


way and Fierce are candidates for the 
United. States Senate. They believe that 
victory or defeat in the election of dele- 
gates to the 
Constitutional Convention 


means in their cases victory or defeat in 
the Senatorial contest. 


The election cf delegates to the Consti- 


tutional Convention will take place Hay 
14, and the convention will convene July 
•1th. Many questions of State as well as 
National interest will be considered, among 
them being that of minority representation, 
for wbich the Democrats will make a des- 
perute struggle. The minority representa- 
tion provided for in ths CoEgressionsl act 
will give at least one-third of each conven- 
tion—North and South—to the Democrats, 
and in the North the Democrats hope to 
elect fully one-half. If they succeed in 
this minority representation will be as* 
sured for the State of North Dakota. That 
prohibition will be submitted to the people 
to be voted upon next Fall there is no log- 
ger any doubt. It will be submitted ia 
both States, with signs pointing to victory 
in South Dakota aud defeat in North Da- 
kota. Woman suffrage may be submitted 
to tbo vote,s in South Dakota, bat in 
North Dakota it is a weak sister. The Ee- 
pnblicnna are sure of both States -D 1892 
provided no bad break is made by tha Ad- 
ministration. 


The Bulletin says: 
San Francisco is soon to have some dis- 


tinguished visitors. Seven Senators were 
appointed at the last session of Congress 
to examine and report ou the commercial 
and business relations between this coun- 
try and the British dependencies of North 
America. The Committee consists of Sen- 
ators George F. Hoar, of Massachusetts; 
W. P. Allison, of Iowa; Eugene Hale, of 
Maine; Joseph N. Dolph, of Oregon; Wm. 
M. Pugh, of Alabama; Jamea B. Busies, 
of Louisiana, and Bnfas Blodgett, of New 
Jersey. £. B. Wright is clerk of the com- 
imitee. They have been examining the 
fisheries question to some extent, aud are 
now on their way to Victoria, traveling 
West by the Northern Pacific. They are 
expected to reach this city some time in 
May. 
Their work and the report and re- 


sult will be of mnch importance to the 
merchantile nnd commercial interests of 
San Francisco, and our citizens will doubt 
less arrange not only to furnish nil informa- 
tion possible, but also to entertain the 
committee. Direct news of their coming 
has reached here from Washington, with a 
request that a list of Caiformans who may 
furnish facts desired be prepared and fur- 
nished the party in advance. The matter 
has been referred to the State Board of 
Trade for action. 


The resolution creating the committee 


and outlining its duties, as adopted by the 
Senate, was as follows: 


Resolved, That a committee of seven 


Senators be appointed fay the Chair, whosa 
duty it shall be to report On relations of 
commerce and business existing between 
the United States and the Dependencies of 
Great Britain, the effect on the commerce 
and carrying trade of the United Ststns of 
the Canadian system of Railways now ex- 
isting and in contemplation, and the pros- 
pects of displacement of any of tbo exist- 
ing industries of the United States. Also, 
whether the obligations of existing treaties 
and International law are, and have been 
observed, by smd dependencies of Great 
Britain toward and on behalf of the United 
Slates, and (henumber, amount and char- 
acter of existing claims against Great 
Britain by reason of the violation of such 
obligations toward and on behalf of the 
United States by said Dependencies.

THE PRETENDERS. 


Cerate That An or So Account—fiartiM 


TPbo Are Barren of All Honor—Ma*- 
qnlae* Without • Mark of Distinction. 
Americana Easily Taken In. 
On any fine day you can see a dozen 


fraudulent noblemen airing themselves 
on upper Broadway. 


A bogus baron, a counterfeit count, s 


miscalled marquis, should never impose 
on anybody. 


How can they be detected? 
Easily enough. Suppose you bare s 


nobleman presented to you; the intro- 
ducer should be able to Touch for him if 
the matter of title is a point in question. 


But your bogus nobleman nearly al- 


ways presents himself. Then go to the 
consulate of his country. 


A SURE DETECTOB. 


There it is easy to satisfy yourself of 


his identity. 
Generally speaking, al- 


though not always, real noblemen regis- 
ter at tbe consulate on their arrival in 
New York, but every consulate, even if 
the gentleman has not recorded there, is 
mere or less able to give information as 
to noblemen belonging to their country. 
Thanks to the English Peerage (Burke's 
and Debrett's) and the German Gotha- 
ische, Grafen and Freiherrn Calendar, as 
well as to the army lists of both coun- 
tries, it is pretty easy to get at the facts. 
And there are so many real noblemen 
and officers of the German and English 
armies here in this city that the bogus 
article could easily be detected by being 
confronted with the real one. 


The impostor is generally good looking 


and distingue and has a dangerous 
knowledge of what he is talking about, 
depending on bis good looks and his 
cheek to carry him through. And our 
rich girls, blinded by what they believe 
to be the honor of being courted by a 
real live lord or count, fall an easy vic- 
tim to the unscrupulous fortune hunter. 


Counterfeit noblemen and real noble- 


men, who have so far forgotten what is 
due to their name that they closely re- 
semble the bad article, abound and al- 
ways will abound in a great cosmopol- 
itan city like New York. As long as the 
present inordinate love for titles exists 
in this enlightened republic, people must 
not be astonished if they are the dupes 
of such as have a smattering of educa- 
tion and the cheek to call themselves by 
a high sounding titl o. 


All these counterfeit noblemen have 


ose characteristic—that is, on all possi- 
ble occasions they will brag of their noble 
descent and will tell the most wonderful 
stories of their doings at home and of the 
doings of their ancestors generations be- 
fore them. 


The latest specimen who has been an- 


noying various families, particularly that 
of Mr. William Steinway, represented 
himself as a nephew of the latter, called 
himself at various times Count Bonin, 
Count von Arnim, Baron Fedwitz and 
various other names. What his real in- 
tentions were have not been found out as 
yet. Inspector Byrnes of the metropol- 
itan police has nipped his career in the 
bud. 


SPECIMENS OP THE 6FCBIOTJS. 


A peculiar and rather amusing case 


once came under the notice of the writer, 
himself for long years an officer in the 
Prussian service. He used to lunch reg- 
ularly at a down town restaurant, when 
one day he was told by the proprietor 
that he had an ex-officer, who was down 
on his luck, as waiter. 


The said waiter claimed to be a Count 


X 
, and said that he was a first lieu-

All this makes it very hard for such 


noblemen who come here to gain a foot- 
ing in good society, as people have been 
so often duped by the spurious article 
that when an authentic man comes he is 
apt to be looked on with a dubious eye. 


If the consulates here are not able to 


give information, it is easy enough to 
write to the American consuls in Lon- 
don, Berlin, or whatever country the 
claimant of the title comes from, to re- 
ceive authentic information. 


But as long as the inordinate craving 


of Americans exists for titles, so long 
will the American store keeper and 
tailor, as well as the American heiress, 
if all an easy victim to the foreign adven- 
turer who comes with a big sounding 
title. The more names and the longer 
(the title the better.—New York Journal.
